If y o u plant sweet co rn ea r ly ,1 
when it gets 18 inches tall begin to 
watch fo r the co rn bo rer. Ex amine , 
the co rn plants ev ery day lo o king 
fo r egg masses laid by the mo ths. 
These will be small patches o f 
translucent white, an eighth o f an 
inch in diameter, co mpo sed o f tiny , 
ro und o bjects like fish scales, o v er- 
lapping. As they dev elo p they first! 
turn y ello w, then black. 
When they hatch o ut, the tiny 
wo rms will eat their way to ward 
the co rn stalk, and y o ur best de­ 
fense is to hav e them crawl o v er a 
depo sit o f deadly D.D.T. This is 
applied as a dust o r spray , but the 
metho d reco mmended by ex peri­ 
ment statio ns is a spray . To pre­ 
pare it o btain D.D.T. fifty per cent j 
wettable po wder, and stir three 
tablespo o nsful in each gallo n o l 
water. 
Spray heav ily eno ugh tc 
wet the co rn leav es tho ro ughly , 
especially reaching the jo ints be­ 
tween stalk and leav es. 
Spray three times at 5 day in­ 
terv als, and y o ur co rn cro p sho uld 
be ninety -sev en per cent safe fro m 
the bo rers. 
If y o ur ex aminatio n 
do es no t disclo se any egg masses 
during the nex t twenty day s, y o u 
may be safe fro m the first bro o d. 
But so metime in August a seco nd 
bro o d may appear, and y o ur de­ 
fense measures must be repeated. 
If y o u prefer to use D.D.T. dust 
rather than a spray , it sho uld be at 
least fiv e per cent in strength. 
It is no t safe to assume that co m 
plants which hav e no t y et made six 
leav es are safe fro m the bo re f. It 
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fs true tfiart'fTe Insect prefers" the 
larger plants, and they will get the 
mo st eggs, but the smaller o nes ar* 
no t immune. Fo r the ho me gar­ 
dener the ex pense and wo rk en­ 
tailed in this pro tectio n are so 
small, no o ne sho uld neglect it. 
If the bo rers liv e lo ng eno ugh tc 
enter the co rn stalk, it will be diffi-

cult to destro y them befo re they 
kill the plant. They eat their way 
thro ugh the stalk and stems into 
the ear, and the things they do to 
a fine ear o f co rn will make a ho me 
gardener weep. 
Do no t co nfuse the co rn bo rer 
with the co rn ear wo rm, which is 
almo st as bad a pest, but no t so 
numero us. The ear wo rm will no t 
attack the ears until they are in 
silk, and the best pro tectio n against 
it is to fill a clean o il can with min­ 
eral o il and put a few dro ps o n the 
silk o f each ear. A special o il prep­ 
aratio n can be o btained fo r this.

If you plant sweet com early, 
when it gets 18 Inches tall begin to 
watch for the corn borer. Examine 
the corn plants every day looking 
for egg masses laid by the moths. 
These will be small patches of 
translucent white, an eighth of an 
inch in diameter, composed of tiny 
round objects like fish scales, over­ 
lapping. As they develop they first 
turn yellow, then black. 
When they hatch out, the tiny 
worms will eat their way toward 
the corn stalk, and your best de­ 
fense is to have them crawl over a 
deposit of deadly D.D.T. This is 
applied as a dust or spray, but the 
method recommended by experi­ 
ment stations is a spray. To pre­ 
pare it obtain D.D.T. fifty per cent 
wettable powder, and stir three 
tablespoonsful in each gallon of 
water. Spray heavily enough to 
wet the corn leaves thoroughly, 
especially reaching the joints be­ 
tween stalk and leaves. 
Spray three times at 5 day in­ 
tervals, and your corn crop should 
be ninety-seven per cent safe from 
the borers. 
If your examination 
does not disclose any egg masses 
during the next twenty days, you 
m ay be safe from the first brood. 
But sometime in August a second 
brood may appear, and your de­ 
fense measures must be repeated. 
If you prefer to use D.D.T. dust 
rather than a spray, it should be at 
least five per cent in strength. 
It is not safe to assume that com 
plants which have not yet made six 
leaves are saie from the bore?. It

cult to destroy them before they 
kill the plant. They eat their way 
through the stalk and stems into 
the ear, and the things they do to 
a fine ear of corn will make a home 
gardener weep. 
Do not confuse the corn borer 
with the corn ear worm, which is 
almost as bad a pest, but not so 
numerous. The ear worm w ill not 
attack the ears until they are in 
silk, and the best protection against 
it is to fill a clean oil can with min­ 
eral oil and put a few drops on the 
silk of each ear. A special oil prep­ 
aration can be obtained for this.
